An act for the relief of persons confined in jail on civil process.

THE People of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate
and Assembly, do enact as follows :

Secrion 1. Every person confined in jail on an execution is-
sued on 2 judgment recovered in an action of tort, shall be dis-
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charged theretrom at the end of ten days from his first confine-

ment, upon the conditions hereinafier specified.
Sec, 2. Such person shall cause notice to be given to the
-plaintiff in the suit, his agent or attorney, in writing, that on a cer-

tain day and hour, and at a certain place, he will apply to two *

justices of the peace of the county where the persen is committed,
stating the names of such justices, for the purpose of obtaining a
discharge from his imprisonment.

The jailor upon receiving such certificate, shall forth-
with discharge the prisoner, if he be imprisoned jfor no other
cause.

Sgc. 9. If such justices should not discharge the prisoner, he
shall be entitled to apply for his discharge at the end of every
succeeding ten days, in the same manner as above provided, and
the same proceedings shall thereupon be had.

Skc. 10. The prisoner after being so discharged, shall be for-
ever exempted from arrest or imprisonment for the same debt,
unless he shall be convicted for having wilfully sworn falsely wpon
his examination before the two justices, or in taking the oath be-
fore prescribed.

Sec. 11.  The judgment against any prisoner who is discharg-
ed as aforesaid, shall remain in full force against any estate, which
may then, or at any time afterwards, belong to him ; and the plain-
tiff in the action may take out a new execution against the goods
and estate of the prisoner, in like manner as if he had never been
committed on the execution. )

Skc. 12. If the debtor shall undertake to satisfy the execution,
he shall not be entitled to his discharge until he is [has] paid all the
charges for his support in prison, in addition to the suin due on the
execution, and the costs and charges thereon.

The plaintiff in the action may at any time order the
prisoner o be discharged, and he shall not thereafter be liable to
imprisonment for the same cause of action.

Whenever a person is committed to jaif on exeeution
issued on a judgment recovered in a civil suit, the creditor, his
agent or attorney, shall advance to the jailor within twenty-four
hours alter such commitment, sufficient money to pay for the sup-
port of said prisoner, during the time for which he may be im-
prisoned ; and in case the money shall not be so advanced, or if
during the time the prisoner may be in confinement, the money
should be expended in the support of such prisoner, the jailer shall
forthwith discharge such prisoner from custody, and such discharge
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shall have the same effect as a discharge by order of the creditor.

An act to provide for levying a state tax.

THE People of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate
and Assembly, do enact as follows :

Secrion 1. There shall be levied and collected, for the year
1849, in each county of this state, a state tax of four mills on the
dollar valuation, to be levied and collected, and paid into the state

" treasury in gold and silver.

8Ec. 2. The supervisors of their respective counties are hereby
required to levy the foregoing tax upon the taxable property in
their several counties, according to the provisions of an act entitled
“an act for the assessment and collection of taxes,” approved
March 29, 1849,

Sgc. 3. Whenever any county treasurer shall fail to pay into
the sTate treasury any moneys in his hands for that purpose, at the
time prescribed by law, he shall in addition to other penalties, be
liable te the following, viz: If he shall so fail for the space-of ten
days, he shall forfeit to the state twenty per cent. on the amount
withheld, and if he shall fail to pay over such moneys for the
space of thirty days after such specified time, he shall forfeit his
office of treasurer and be declared a public defaulter.

Ssc. 4. The segretary of state is hereby required immediately
upon the passage ol this act, te cause one thousand copies of the
same, together with the *act for the assessment and collection of
taxes,” approved Marck 29, 1849, to be published by the state
printer in pamphlet form, and transmit to each clerk of the board
of supervisors of the several counties of this state, a sufficient
number of .coples thereof, to supply each and every assessor with-
in such county ‘with one or more copies ; and the said clerks upon
the receipt shereof, shall forthwith cause the same to be distributed
to the several assessors in each town within such county, giving
